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THE WAR GAMES 


Patrick Troughton makes his last appearance as Doctor Who in 

an exciting adventure set against the various wars in man's 
history. There are large-scale sequences on the battlefronts 

of 1914-18; attacks by Roman charioteers, Mexican bandits, 

and American Civil War cavalry, culminating in the final capture 
and trial of the Doctor by his own people - the Time Lords, 

But this is by no means his last appearance; in a new 
incarnation he will soon return in a series in colour, 


The Tardis materialises in what appears to be the no man's 
land area of the 1914-18 battlefront in France, The time 
travellers have various confrontations with British and 

German soldiers, and soon it is clear that the situation is 
far from being a straightforward conflict between the soldiers 
involved, particularly when Zoe discovers a weird anachronism - 
an alien video control panel, It seems solid enough, but 

only the travellers can see it, until by sheer force of will 
the Doctor reveals it to Lieutenant Carstairs and Lady 
Jennifer Buckingham, an ambulance driver. These two, with 

the time travellers, have to make a sudden escape attempt, 
through a mist, and when they emerge on the other side find 
themselves in an entirely different landscape and indeed in 

a completely different war, 


They discover that they are on a planet identical with earth, 
but split up into zones, in each of which a separate war is 
being fought. They meet several Resistance groups - assorted 
soldiers from various times in earth's history, who are aware 
that they are being used and are fighting back, But they do 
not know the purpose behind it all. The travellers take 
refuge in a barn, and are amazed by the sudden appearance of 
a time-space machine, The Doctor and Zoe investigate and are 
whisked away by the ship. 


They land at the headquarters 


of the aliens who are 


controlling these sinister games, and discover that 
soldiers are being taken from their own times in Tardis- 
like machines, brainwashed into believing that they are 


still fighting the same wars,

In the meantime Jamie and a small group of resistance men 
reach the alien area, Their plan to rescue the Doctor 
misfires, and they themselves are caught. The Doctor 

and Zoe manage to rescue them, and they all escape; the 
Doctor steals some of the new processing machinery as he 
leaves, Infuriated by this impudent trick the aliens mount 
a big offensive with British, German, French and Austro- 
Hungarian troops. The Doctor's ingenuity saves them again, 
but he himself is caught and once more brought to alien 
headquarters, 


This time the Doctor meets a renegade from his own planet - 
that of the Time Lords ~- the man who has made this whole 
plan possible because he has the secret of time travel. He 
tries to persuade the Doctor to join him in his bid to 
conquer and rule the galaxy. For a time it appears that 

the Doctor has done so - particularly when he lures his 
friends into the hands of the aliens, However, this is just 
a part of his plan, and soon they manage to take over the 
alien headquarters ~ their guards have been weakened by the 
efforts of the Resistance men, 


This success is only half a victory. Now the Doctor has to 
find a way of returning all the people in the various time 
zones to their own periods. He knows that he cannot do this 
on his own, so reluctantly he calls in the Time Lords. But 
he, Zoe and Jamie leave at once, just manage to reach the 
Tardis, and take off, with the Time Lords in pursuit. 


Inevitably the travellers are caught, and on his home 
planet the Doctor is put on trial for stealing the Tardis 
and breaking the laws of the Time Lords, 


The Doctor is found guilty. Jamie and Zoe are returned 
to their own times, The Doctor's punishment is exile to 
the planet earth in whose affairs he has taken so much 
interest. But he is to be given a new physical form, and 
the secret of the Tardis is to be taken from him,

EPISODE ONE, 


The Tardis lands in a sea of mud crossed by barbed wire 
fences, and when he finds a British helmet, 1917 vintage, 
the Doctor decides that they must be on earth during the 
1914-18 war, A burst of gunfire sends them scurrying for 
shelter into a bomb crater, where they are seen by Lady 
Jennifer Buckingham, a V.A.D. who has lost her way while 
driving her ambulance to Ypres. She offers the three time 
travellers a lift, but then they are captured by two 
German soldiers, However, while they are driving to German 
headquarters, they are freed by two British soldiers under 
the command of Lieutenant Carstairs. The whole party is 
soon on its way to the nearest British base. 


At the base, a sergeant tells Major Barrington that the 
ambulance is approaching, and very soon Carstairs is 

reporting to him. When the major asks the lieutenant how 

long he has been in the fighting line, Carstairs says that 

he cannot remember, Barrington agrees that time seems to 

have become blurred. The major is puzzled by the travellers, 
and accuses Jamie of being a deserter from a Highland regiment, 
He decides to send them to the area commander, General Smythe, 


In his office at headquarters the general is telling his 

aide, Captain Ransom, that he will be sending for reinforce- 
ments, He then retires to his bedroom, and slides back a 
portrait of George V to reveal a telecommunications unit 
complete with viewing screen, He reports: "Smythe, 1917 
Zone, British area, Further reinforcements needed, At least 
five thousand specimens", The Doctor, Jamie and Zoe are 
marched into the office, and Ransom goes to fetch the general, 
To his surprise the bedroom is empty, so he sends the 
prisoners to the cells. In the meantime Carstairs and 
Jennifer admit to each other that they cannot remember things, 
They, too, with Barrington, are brought to headquarters. 


The general comes out of the bedroom, and the puzzled Ransom 
is about to tell him about the room being empty. But the 


captain does not finish his sentence. As he begins: "I 
went to your room to tell you, but......" The general puts 
on his spectacles and says: "I was asleep Captain Ransom 


and you didn't like to disturb me", Ransom, ina trance, 
repeats these words. 


The prisoners are brought up again and find themselves 
facing a court martial. They are accused of being spies; 
all the Doctor's attempts to present a defence are sharply 
cut off, and very soon they are removed while the three- 
man court comes to a decision. General Smythe puts on his 
spectacles again, and his fellow judges - Barrington and 
Ransom - immediately endorse the verdict of guilty. Jamie 
is to be returned to his regiment via a military prison; 
Zoe is to serve ten years penal servitude; the Doctor 
is to be shot by a firing squad at dawn the following day. 


At Jennifer's request Zoe is allowed to spend the night 
in her care in the office, Jamie is taken away to prison, 
and the Doctor back to the cells. 


In the cell the Doctor finds a message written on the wall: 
"Sentenced to death. No proper trial, It is all a fake. 

We are being used", Smythe returns to his bedroom, but 

later, when Zoe looks in, it is empty, and she manages to 

find the key to the Doctor's cell. She opens the door, but 

it is too late. The firing squad commanded by Ransom arrives, 
and they are marched to the execution yard. 


The Doctor is tied to a post and blindfolded. Zoe is held 
by a sentry. The order to aim is given. A shot rings out. 


EPISODE TWO, 


The shot has come from a Resistance man, perched on a high 
vantage point, Ransom directs the fire of the squad to the 
newcomer, and amidst the confusion the Doctor and Zoe escape. 
Ransom bursts into Smythe's bedroom to give him the news and 
sees the general about to leave in a sidrat (c.f. Tardis) 

but the sight is soon hypnotized out of his mind, 


In his cell in the military prison Jamie is joined by an 
English soldier from the year 1745 who, fighting in the 

highlands of Scotland, was lost in a mist, came out, and 
found himself in a place where everything was different, 


Masquerading as an inspector from the War Office the Doctor 
and his "Secretary" manage to get into the prison, only to 
find that Jamie and his new friend have escaped. However, 
Jamie is brought back, but just as it seems that they will 
escape Ransom turns up and they are prisoners again, 


In the meantime, back at Smythe's headquarters, Jennifer and 
Carstairs are discussing the situation, They are worried 

both by the general's conduct of the court martial and by 

the gaps in their memories. Ransom returns with the prisoners, 
and while Jennifer distracts his attention Carstairs talks 

to the Doctor in his cell. A telephone call gives Jennifer 

the opportunity to send Ransom off on a wild goose chase, 

and then she, Carstairs and the travellers explore the general's 
room, When they see the communications unit they are 

convinced that something is wrong, but they accidentally 

switch it on and the general, at the other end, sees them, 


The five of them leave in Jennifer's ambulance and the 

general returns, Ransom's objections are soon overcome by 
hypnosis, and a heavy artillery attack is mounted on the 
ambulance. The travellers escape through a mist and find 
themselves in scenery that looks like a peaceful section of 
the English coast. But at once they face another attack - 
this time from a force of Roman soldiers led by a war chariot, 


EPISODE THREE, 


Doctor Who and his friends escape by driving back through 

the mist, and find themselves once more in 1917. The 

Doctor examines Carstairs! map and discovers that it covers 
a very limited area, It is obvious that a comprehensive 

one must exist, and so they decide to return to headquarters, 


Ransom is overpowered and tied up. The Doctor decides that 
the document they need must be in Smythe's safe. Fortunately 
the general is not there, so they blow the door open and 

find what they want. All the zones are marked - 1917, Roman 
1862, etc, - with the exception of one. The Doctor decides 
that this is where they must go, 
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They have to make their way through the German lines, and 
before long they are again captured and accused of being spies, 
While they are being questioned the local commander, 

Captain Von Weich, reports to Smythe via a telecommunications 
unit. The general thinks that they should be killed, 
particularly when he hears of their claim to be time travellers. 
Von Weich says he will do this, and then join Smythe to plan 
the next day's offensive, But in the meantime the travellers 
have escaped, 


In an alien control room General Smythe is talking to the 
War Chief who says that although the War Lord is pleased 
with their work he would like progress to be accelerated, 
When he hears that the Doctor says he is a time traveller 
he orders the fugitives to be recaptured and brought to 
him, if possible alive. 


The travellers arrive in zone marked America, 1862. They 

are chased by Confederate soldiers, and while Carstairs holds 
off the pursuers the others escape, only to crash the 
ambulance. Carstairs is captured and taken to the War 
Chief's headquarters. The others seek refuge in a barn and, 
in hiding, watch the materialisation of a sidrat. Large 
numbers of new recruits march out, wearing Northern uniforms. 
The Doctor and Zoe go into the machine, which takes off. 


EPISODE FOUR, 


In the huge interior of the sidrat they find vast numbers of 
hypnotised soldiers, reinforcements for the various war zones, 


Jamie and Jennifer are taken prisoners by Northern soldiers, 
Then they are rescued by Confederates, but the officer in 
charge is Von Weich, and he hypnotises his men into believing 
that Jamie is a Yankee soldier and Jennifer a spy. 


All the soldiers are delivered and the sidrat returns to base., 
Stopping only to put on pairs of special spectacles, the 
Doctor and Zoe leave, 
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Jamie and Jennifer are released again, and this time find 
themselves with the Resistance - the men from various zones 
whose processing has worn off. 


The Doctor and Zoe follow a crowd of people and find themselves 
at a lecture explaining the processing system to a group 
newly-arrived from the alien home planet, The Scientist 
describes how in some cases of particularly strong character 
the hypnosis has faded off. These people have the ability 
to pass through the time zone barriers, and they have 

joined together to form resistance movements which are 
considerably hampering the over-all plan, To overcome this 
the Scientist has considerably refined the processing 
techniques, and he will now give a demonstration, The 
subject - Carstairs, 


Very soon the lieutenant sees as brother officers everyone 

in the room, except two German spies - The Doctor and Zoe, 
However, the former manages to turn aside the accusation with 
a scientific discussion of techniques. Then the War Chief 
enters, and the two time travellers make their escape. 


In the sidrat landing bay Zoe is recaptured by Carstairs, 
who says it is his duty to shoot her, 


EPISODE FIVE. 


Zoe is "rescued" by the Scientist and marched off by guards. 


The head of the Resistance group, Sergeant Russell of the 
British Army, arrives. Jamie has been trying to explain to 
the men how they have been used, and when he discovers 

Von Weich trying to reach a concealed communications unit 
he is able to convince them, 


Zoe is questioned by the alien Security Chief. Doctor Who 
arrives at the laboratory where the Scientist is adopting an 
earlier suggestion made by him - namely that in order to 
re-process Carstairs successfully he must first be completely 
de-processed, This latter operation is completed, and then 
Carstairs and the Doctor escape, 


In the meantime, Von Weich manages to press the emergency sidrat 
button on the communications unit, and the alarm is given 

at headquarters, It interrupts an acrimonious discussion 
between the War and Security Chiefs and they go out, leaving 

Zoe behind with a guard. She is rescued by her friends, 

with some valuable knowledge. While being questioned about 

the Resistance, her computer-like mind stored a great deal 

of information about them, 


The Security Chief sends guards in a sidrat to investigate 
the emergency, but they are overcome by the Resistance men, 


Back at headquarters the War Chief complains to the Security 
Chief that "when I joined your people I was promised 
efficiency and co-operation, Without the knowledge I have. 
brought you, this entire operation would be impossible", 


Jamie, Russell and two other Resistance men enter the sidrat 
Suspicion is aroused at headquarters when they do not call 
in, and under the eyes of the hidden Doctor, Carstairs and 
Zoe, the newcomers are shot down as sey come out, In fact 
they are only stunned, 


EPISODE SIX.. 


There is nothing the friends can do to help, and so the 
Doctor leads the way to the processing room, 


The Security Chief and the Scientist are discussing Zoe and 
the Doctor, and the former tells the latter that if amongst 
the prisoners, who are to be re-processed, he finds any with 
unusual thought patterns, they are to be sent to him, 


The Doctor and the others have arrived in the room next to 

the processing one and they manage to make a removable 

panel in the wall. The first prisoner to be brought in is 
Jamie, and after a brief prelinimary examination the Scientist 
sends him to the Security Chief. At that moment the War 

Chief arrives, and when he hears about the Security Chief's 
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request, asks for the same courtesy to be extended to himself. 
He then goes along to watch Jamie being questioned, and tells 
the Security Chief: "If you suspect my loyalty I suggest 

you tell the War Lord", 


The Doctor and his companions overcome the Scientist and 
rescue the Resistance men, Then, disguised as British 

Army officers, they all make their way to the landing 

bay. Zoe and the Resistance men are loaded into a sidrat 
programmed for the 1917 zone, while the Doctor, Carstairs 
and Jamie return to the processing room where they remove 
the head of the machine and some gas-filled cylinders. They 
then board a sidrat, but the War Chief arrives outside, 

and with the master control begins to shrink the interior 

of the machine. 


EPISODE SEVEN, 


The Doctor leaves the sidrat and, using the gas-filled 
cylinders, overcomes the enemy and reaches the master control 
which he is able to re-programme, He returns to the machine 
and they take off. 


The War Lord himself arrives at the alien headquarters and 
is net at all pleased by what he finds, He orders the War. 
and Security Chiefs to co-operate or be replaced. 


The Doctor and his friends land in the 1917 zone and at once 
the news reaches General Smythe, Soon they are brought 

before him and once more a firing squad is ordered, but in 
the nick of time the Resistance men arrive. Smythe manages 

to reach his bedroom and give the alarm, Headquarters orders 
him to de-activate the area controls, but before he can do so, 
he is shot. The War Lord, who has been watching events ona 
video screen, orders a mass assault on the chateau in which 
the 1917 zone headquarters are based, 


The attacks open with British, German, French and Austro- 
Hungarian troops converging on the chateau, but the Doctor 
discovers how the control panel works and sets up a mist 
barrier round the building. Then he goes to work ona 
prisoner with the machinery he brought with him, and soon 
the man is de-processed, 
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The War Lord takes charge. A sidrat materialises at the 
chateau, and the Doctor is whisked away. 


EPISODE EIGHT, 


Russell and Carstairs go out to talk to the other groups 
of Resistance men - the largest is that controlled by the 
Mexican Villar. Jamie is left in charge. 


The Security Officer is questioning the Doctor with a Truth 
Machine, He has no success, and the War Chief takes over. 
When they are alone, he tells the Doctor he knows who he is, 
in spite of his changed appearance, They were both Time 
Lords who decided to leave their own planet. Then the War 
Chief reveals the master plan, The War Lord intends to 
conquer the galaxy, and for this purpose needs soldiers. 

He decided that the most suitable recruit was Man - the most 
vicious species of all. The War Games, with troops from 
every great conflict in world history, are intended to 
reveal the most courageous and disciplined fighters, When 
the conquest is complete the War Chief intends to take over 
himself as supreme ruler, 


The conference of Resistance groups is in session, They 
decide to destroy the communication units, except for the 
one in the American Civil War Zone. This series of actions 
draws many of the guards away from alien headquarters. 


The War Lord forces the Doctor to give a video order saying 
that he has gained control of the transportation system, 

and will send a sidrat for the Resistance leaders, They arrive 
at alien headquarters and find themselves ina trap. 


EPISODE NINE, 


The Security Chief wants to take the Doctor away with the other 

prisoners, but the War Chief insists on his staying. The 
Doctor is puzzled until he realises the reason - the sidrats 

have a limited life span. Soon they will be useless, and the 
only time machine left will be the Doctor's Tardis. 
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The War Lord is pleased with the Doctor's co-operation, 

but is puzzled by his decision to join them, He is reassured 
when the Doctor says he realises that the aliens are the 
stronger side. He also promises to adjust the old processing 
machines to work as well - if not better - than the new 
models being perfected by the Scientist on the alien home 
planet. The War Lord orders the Doctor to be given every 
facility. The Security Chief discovers a recording of the 
War Chief's conversation with his compatriot, and orders 

both of them to be arrested. 


In the meantime the Doctor carries out a mock processing 

of the prisoners, When the guards have relaxed they are 
overpowered. The Doctor explains that he had to co-operate 
because the enemy were going to use a neutron bomb on the 
chateau. The War Chief is brought in by two guards, who are 
soon overpowered. The Doctor decides that they may need 

the former Time Lord's help, 


The Doctor tells the War Chief that he must call off the 
fighting in the zones and then send all the earth soldiers 
back to their own times, But the sidrats are inadequate 
for this task, and so other means will have to be used, 
Only the War Chief realises that the Doctor means to 

bring in the Time Lords, who will show no mercy to the 

two beings who broke their rules, The Doctor begins the 
necessary operations, and the War Chief slips away, only 
to be killed by the War Lord's guards, 


The War Lord himself is about to leave for his home planet 
when he is captured by the Resistance men, Doctor Who tells 
them to work with the Time Lords when they arrive and with 
Jamie and Zoe, who insist on staying with him,and Carstairs, 
who wants to find Jennifer, he leaves for the 1917 zone 

and the Tardis. Then there is the sound of a rushing wind 
and the War Lord says: "They're coming - the Time Lords 

are coming", 


When the sidrat lands in the 1917 zone Carstairs suddenly 
disappears, The Tardis is in sight, but there is the noise 
of a rushing wind, and the travellers find that they can 
hardly move,

EPISODE TEN. 


In spite of enormous difficulty, they manage to reach the 
Tardis and take off. 


Doctor Who explains to his companions that the Time Lords 
are an immensely civilised race who can control their own 
environment, Their life spans are infinite and they can 
travel through time and space, But they hardly ever use 
their powers, preferring simply to observe, The Doctor 
became bored with this life; he wanted to explore other 
planets and civilisations, and meet the countless races 

of the galaxy. So he committed two crimes: he absconded 
with a Tardis, and he became involved in things considered 
by his own people to be no concern of theirs, 


The Doctor sets the controls for a remote planet on the 
outermost edge of the galaxy, but as Tardis dematerialises 
they hear the rushing of the wind again and have to take off. 
The Doctor tries the depths of the sea and outer space, but 
it is useless; he has to return to his home planet. 


They arrive for the trial of the War Lord which is interrupted 
by the arrival of some of his own guards to rescue him. He 
decides to take the time travellers with him to help in 

future plans of conquest, but the attempt has been useless, 

He and his men are dematerialised, 


The trial of Doctor Who begins, and he makes his defence, 
He is then sent back to prison to await sentence and his 
friends are allowed to see him, They try to free the 
Doctor, but have no success, 


Zoe and Jamie are returned to their own times; they will 
remember their first adventure with the Doctor but nothing else. 


The Time Lords accept the Doctor's plea that there is evil 

in the universe that must be fought, and that he still has 

a part to play in the battle. With a changed appearance he 
will be sent to earth in the twentieth century, and he will 
remain there for as long as they think necessary. For that 
time the secret of the Tardis will be taken from him, In 
spite of his protests at the prospect of exile on a primitive 
planet, he is whirled away to serve his sentence.
